Act (22 U.S.C. 3301 et seq.) and the Six Assurances, to 7

provide the people of Taiwan with de facto diplomatic 8
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treatment equivalent to foreign countries, nations, states, 1

governments, or similar entities, and, consistent with this 2

policy, to rename the ‘‘Taipei Economic and Cultural Rep-3

resentative Office’’ in the United States as the ‘‘Taiwan 4

Representative Office’’. 5

(b) RENAMING.—The Secretary of State shall seek 6

to enter into negotiations with the Taipei Economic and 7

Cultural Representative Office to rename its office in 8

Washington, D.C., the ‘‘Taiwan Representative Office’’.

(c) REFERENCES.—If the Taipei Economic and Cul-10

tural Representative Office is designated as the Taiwan 11
